F, A. Ha rdin, presiding elder of 
the Chica go district of the Kock River 
conference of the Methodist church, 
wa s overpowered a nd robbed in broa d 
da y in a Chica go & Ea stern Illinois 
tra in between Dea rborn street Hta tion 
a nd Sixteenth rtreet. 
The ca r wa s filled with pa ssengers, 
but the sudden a tta ck of the four rob­ 
bers on the a ged ma n seemed to pa r 
a i\za them with a stonishment a nd fea r. 
The minister shouted tha t he wa s be­ 
ing robbed, but no ca me to the rescue. 
The men secured his wa llet, conta ii - 
ing $19 , 
ra ilroa d 
tickets, a nd other 
pa pers, 
a nd 
jumped off the ra pidly 
moving tra in. 
Rev. Ha rdin is over 70 y ea rs old, a nd 
ha s been connected with the Methodist 
church in Northern Illinois for ma ny 
y ea rs.
